THE COUNTY PENSION LAW. 

An assistant state’s attorney is itching for some 

one to start court proceedings to knock out the new 
county pension law, upon the theory that it is dis- 
tinctly unfair to force the political employés, who 
are in one administration and out the other, to pay 
the $2 monthly fee. It is a remarkable law that 
even ‘threatens to squeeze something out of these 
slick politicians without having first deposited a 
larger coin in the slot. Bat this time, it seems, 
they got a burr among the plums. 
But aside from this the situation shows rather a 
selfish disregard, purposely or not, of the entire 
theory of pensions or old age insurance, Society 
agrees to shoulder the burden. The whole plan is 
that the individual pays a dime for a dollar’s worth 
of protection should things happen that he will need 
it. He may or may not get any return, but if he 
remains in the service for twenty years he will. 
Many of the civil service employés do not remain 
and only a few of the political appointees are likely 
to remain for such a length of time. But it does not 
and should not affect the pension theory. 

The political employé ie the accident and should 
be the exception in public service. The proposal is 
to make the rule for the exception. They are out 
with a club to knock the entire pension law on the 
head, because they. have not the ability or desire 
to get into their positions on merit, but through

Whether we are on the right road or not, our 
faces are set toward national] regulation from 
Washington. In a few years we have added to our 
national banks regulation of railroads, national 
principles of conservation, national food laws, na- 
tional business regulation, and now Senator Sher- 
man has expressed a hope for national regulation 
of insurance. 

In the case of the railroads, 
state and federal regulation, everybedy but the 
state commissioners themselves seems to favor ex- 
elusive federal control; where there has been no 
regulation and some has been thought necessary, 
we have hurdied the states and fallen into the 
lap of the federal trade commission, and now in the 
insurance business, where we have state regula- 
tion and no federal regulation, there is an agita- 
tion for change.

One of the biggest building projects of

Improvement Shown. 

Evidence of the imp:oved conditions in 
the rea] estate market are made apparent 
by the figures of the recorder’s office for 
September, which show a substantial in- 
crease in the movement of property as 
compared with the corresponding month a 
year ago.
